THB DEPRESSION GENERAL. 
It stated that the declinein the 


mand for ‘iron which commenced in 1873 


has continued during 1874 and with 
the decline in the demand there has en- 
sued a resulting fall in prices in all the principal 
iron-producing countries. Less iron has been 
made in 1874 than was made in either 
1872 or 1878. The reaction in 1874 
has been as general and decided ss the advance 
in 1872 was wnexpected and bewildering. it has 
been felt moie severely in the United States, 
but in the United Kingdom and in Frante 
and Germany the i industry has 
been 60 much dep all through 
the year that mauy iron-works have been closed 
and many Otehrs have been ployed only a part 
of the time. In the United Kingdom the depres- 
sion was very marked at the close of the 
year, and in some (branches of the 
trade did not differ in degree from the 
general depression then ¢xisting in our own 
country. The interruptiop to the prosperity of 
the iron industry in the United States has been 
caused mainly by the partial closing to 
that industry of the United States mar- 
ket, but the Spirit of speculation apd 
overtrading which wrought euch disastrons 
consequences in this countty at the close of 1873 
was not wholly wanting in other countries 
which were large consumers of British iron, and 
with the subsidence of this spirit in these 
countries a decreased demand for British, as well 
as domestic iron bas resulted. | 
CONDITION OF THE BUSINESS. 

On the Ist of January this Association des- 
ui ely ascertained the situation of the 666 com- 
pleted furua os of the country to be as follows: 
In blast, 400; out of blast, 266. On the 
same date it ascertained that more 
than one-half of the rail-mills of 
the country were wholly idle, while others were 
running only a part of the time, At the close of 
April the Association again ascertained the 
condition of the domestic iton-trade 
as follows: Few railroads were im the 
market with offers for rails backed 
by acceptable paper.

Anewaspirant to fame is Jonzs, of Florida. 
Everybody has heard of the Nevada Joxzs, 
but the Florida Jonzs, we imagine, is a point 
beyond the average man at the North.

The proposed repeal of the tax on matvhes 
—1 cent a box, which last year yielded 
$2,500,000—seems to us a very foolish thing to 
do. Perhaps there is no tax more easily col- 
lected or less felt by the public. To throw 
away two and a half millions of revenue 
derived from this source at this time, when 
the Treasury is running empty and the See- 
retary is devising new sources of income, 
must strike the country as a great blunder. 
Perhaps there is something behind not visible 
to the public eye which furnishes a reagon 
for this strange action. One thing is very 
certain, the repeal of the tax will not benefit 
consumers, as they will continue to pay 5 
cents per box of 100 matches as heretofore. 
The manufacturers will pocket the cent a box 
of repealed tax; the Government will lose 
the revenue derived therefrom; while the 
public will continue to pay it as before. Is 
there an understanding between the Ways 


The most plausible plea which the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has made for an increase 
of taxation is that of preserving the National 
faith by a maintenance of the sinking fund. 
Now the fact is, the sinking fund is a sort 
of myth. It was created by an act of Con- 
gress, Feb. 25, 1862, and provided for setting 
aside 1 per cent of the public debt every year 
in addition to the regular payment of the in- 
terest thereon. So far as the 1 per cent pro- 
vision is concerned, not the slightest atten- 
tion was paid to the law until seven years 
after it was passed. From May, 1869, to 
Sept. 80, 1874, bonds to the amount of 
8823, 253, 800 were purchased by the Govern- 
ment at a cost in greenbacks of $363,012,382. 
Averaging the public debt between the highest 
and lowest figure at $2,500,000,000, we find 
that for seven years after the act nothing was 
set aside on account of the sinking fund, 
and that for five years thereafter three times 
the amount required was devoted to this pur- 
pose. The average for the thirteen years 
since 1862 is therefore just about 1 per cent 
a year. It does not strike us, then, that it 
would be a very serious matter if the sinking 
fund should be neglected for a few years 
under the stress of hard times, as it was from 
1862 to 1869. It could be made up again as 
the deficiency was made up from 1869 to 
1874, upon the return of prosperity. At all 
events, this policy is preferable to such an in- 
erease of taxation as will encourage an ¢x- 
travagant administration of the Government. 
It is one of the blessings in disguise which 
has grown out of the panic that it is teaching

He began with a 
statement of the necessities of the Govern- 
ment, which are, by his account, more 
pressing and considerable than anybody 
had supposed. The only way of meeting 
them, Mr, Dawes said, was by decreasing ex- 
penditures or increasing receipts. THe did 
not see in what respect the affairs of the 
Government could be more economically ad- 
ministered. ‘The only resource, then, was in 
increased taxation. The question arose, 
What tares are best to be levied? 
Mr. Dawzs explained that the ac 
tion of the Government on the 
restoration of the tea and coffee tax had been 
forestalled by the importers, who now have 
in stock supplies for a year ahead. He 
showed the wisdom of levying a tar on 
whisky and sugar, and gave esti- 
mates of the expected revenues from 
each proposed source. On two points 
Mr. Dawes was not explicit. He did 
not justify the repeal of the tax on matches, 
and he gave no sound economical reason for 
the restoration of the 10 per cent tak on man-

ufnetured articles. He admitted that no 
more than $8,000,000 could be derived 
from that tax. Dr. Dawzs’ speech was 
a double-ghuffle, intended mainly to concili- 
ate all classes opposed to the bill, and es- 
pecially to fire the Republican heart to such 
a degree that the bill would be considered as 
@ partisan measure rather than on its merits. 


A GRAVE MISTAKE. 

The political bill adopted by the joint Re- 
publican caucus, providing for the re-enact- 
ment of that portion of the Ku-Klux act 
which gives the President the right of sus- 
pending the writ of habeas corpus, and using 
the army and navy, the appointment of Mar- 
shals to supervise elections, and the arrange- 
ment of the various details of voting, is a 
grave mistake, to characterize it as mildly as 
possible. In the first place, it is always a 
political mistake to legislate partisan measures 
which cannot be enforced, or which, if en- 
forced, would prove fatal to the party origi- 
nating them. The present Congress seems to 
be rushing blindly into law-making without 
reference to the fact that in the next Con- 
gress the political power, the law-mak- 
ing power, and the reveliue power, 
—in other words, the power af 
the law, the purse, and the sword,—passes 
into the hands of the Democratic party. 
The fact seems to have been overlooked that 
the Republican party was beaten last fall by 
500,000 votes, and also the other serious fact 
that the House, after the 4th of March next, 
will have a Democratic majority of at least 
sixty, with a probability that, in the elections 
yet to come in New Hampshire, Connecticut, 
California, and Mississippi, this majority may 
be increased, and that this new House will 
have control of the purse and the sword. 
The only tenure of power left to the Repnb- 
lican party is in the Senate, and this grows 
feebler and feebler, and offers little consola- 
tion to those who thought after the election 
last fall that the Republican aseendency in 
that body could not be disturbed. The 
present Senate stands: Republicans, 50; 
Democrats, 19; Independents, 4; vacancies, 
1. The next Senate will stand: Republicans, 
39; Democrats, 28; Independents, 6, with 
the seat to be filled from Louisiana and the 
two new Senators from Colorado. .As none 
of the Independent Republicans like Cam- 
non, Boots, and Curmrtaxcy are hot par- 
tisans, and cannot be relied upon to act with 
the caucus on all purely partisan measures, 
and the seats from Louisiana and Colorado 
may be filled with Democrats, it is barely 
possible that the Republicans may have a 
majority of 8 votes in the Senate. This 
feeble thread is all that holds the Republican 
party to its tenure of power in Congress, and 
the fact should be an instructive lesson with 
reference to instituting doubtful legislation 
for future use. 

A still greater objection to this political 
bill lies in the fact that it is probably imprac- 
ticable and certainly impolitic. Granting that 
it could be enforced, would it not result in 
throwing the whole South into a fever of ex- 
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blunder in any light 
viewed, and is only playing into the hands of 
political opponents. |

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The Union Pacific Com has kindly 
proposed @ ‘compromise with the United 
States. On the ist of last October it owed 
the country 627,238,612 principal and 
$7,311,297.41 scerued interest. The Gov- 


+ernment has sued it for the latter amount, 


and would probably get u judgment if any- 

but Atty.-Gen. WiriutamMs were manag- 
ing the.case, As it is, the Company feels 
moderately sure of the result of the suit. By 
the time the mortgage matures, which will 
be about 1895, it will amount, principal and 
interest, to over $77,000,000, It will be re- 
membered that the Company juggled Con- 
gress into making the country’s first mort- 
gage a second one. It now coolly says, in the 
letter of its President to Batstow : The Gov- 
ernment Has only a second mortgage and 

. the Company will probably be utterly 
unable to pay it.” If this corporation had a 
soul, such frank confession would doubtless 
do it good. The letter goes on: It is 
manifest that the Government will be unable 
to collect its dues unless it pays off the first 
mortgage and runs the road on its own a- 
count! Here, then, we have the official state- 
ment by one Pacific road that it cannot pay 
its debt to the country, and that the country 
cannot get hold of the road except by paying 
off an enormous first mortgage. 

This is substantially the result which we 
have predicted, if a subsidy is given to the 
Tom Scorr bankrupt scheme. If a road which 
monopolizes the transcontinental traffic finds 
itself unable to pay either interest or prindi- 
pal, what chance will a road which can get at 
most only a small part of that traffic have to 
pay interest on $125,000,000 of principal ? 

The Union Pacific, feeling itself in a posi- 
tion where it can say, Heads I win, tails you 
lose,” to the Government, says it. As the 
case stands, it thinks itself sure to make a 
good thing out of the country, As it pro- 
poses to have the case stand, it will also be 
the winner, Its wonderful compromise 
amounts to this: The debt due the United 
States is to lie at simple interest. For twen- 
ty years from July 1, 1875, the Company is 
to pay into the United Stetes Treasury $500,- 
000 a year, or less than one-third of the an- 
nual interest. After July 1, 1808, it proposes 
to pay $750,000 ayear, or about one-half 
of the annual interest. When these 
payments, reckoned at compound interest, 
equal the original loan, reckoned at simple 
interest, the debt is to be considered paid. 
The acceptance of this compromise would 
relieve the Company from any necessity of 
providing for the payment of the United 
States bonds issued in its aid. The result 
would be that the country would have to pay 
$27,000,000 in 1895 to redeem these bonds 
(it will have to do this at any rute), and would 
have no recoursé whatever upon the road. 
The latter’s annual payments, compound in- 
terest and all, would not amount to $20,000,- 
000 by 1895, so that, up to that date, there 
would be a dead loss to the country of all the 
interest and $7,000,000 of the principal. The 
upshot of the whole thing is, that the Union 
Pacific aske the country to release the only 
lien it has on the road, pay all the second- 
mortgage bonds the road onght to pay, 
let its account run at half of simple interest 
and allow its debtor compound interest on 
any payments, and wait a century for the 
compound to catch up with the simple inter- 
est. There has been no such proposal for a 
settlement since the white hunter said to his 
Indian comrade: ‘Ill take the turkey and 
you take the buzzard; or you take the buz- 
zard and I'll take the turkey.”

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THE WI ORG PLACE FOR ACAPITAL. 
The continuous disorder and turmoil in 


Louisiana politics add to the testimony which 
goes to show the extreme folly and danger of 


city. From the very outset, New Orleans 
has been the principal locality of the conflict 
between the State and Federal Governments, 
and of the bitterest opposition to the existing 
State Government, as well as the source of 
all the fraud and corruption which have been 
characterized the actions of both parties. 
The rural districts and small towns have been 
comparatively quiet, and have all along 
shown a disposition to secure peace and order 
by compromise. The recent action of the 
Conservative caucus with regard to 
the compromise proposition made by the 
Congressional Committee is a fair instance 
of the evil influence of New Orleans on Loui- 
siana polities, The compromise was sup- 
ported by the country members m a body. 
They stood ready to do anything fair and 
honorable to secure peace, and cast their 
votes for the proposition, The opposition to 
the cémpromise on the other hand came 
from the city members. ‘They not only op- 
posed it and voted against it, but they used 
persuasion, menace, intimidation, and brow- 
beating to draw the country members from 
their position. In this they were seconded 
by the fire-eaters of New Orleans. The bum- 
mers, speculators, and partisans, the thieves, 
blacklegs, and scum of the ¢ity, met in pub- 
lic meeting s and organized a pressure upon 
these members, and finally forced them from 
their attitude as to the compromise, and ban- 
ished the hopes of amicable settlement by 
bringing the situation back to its original 
status. Had the Capital been at Baton 
Rouge, the old location, it is certain that such 
scenes would not have happened, because the 
influence of mob rule and eurb-stone politics 
would have been wanting. All large cities 
contain amass of turbulent partisans who 
live upon politics, and this crowd, with the 
exception of the leaders who control it, is 
usually made up of loafers, vagabonds, black- 
legs, and vagrants,—men who live by pickings 
and stealings, and who are ready to commit 
any corrupt or even desperate act at the beck 
of those who have offices or money to give 
them. New Orleans is filled with this class,

The population of New Or- 
leans closely resembles that of Paris. The 
people of the two cities are rash, excitable, 
and mercurial. They run after sensations. 
The barricade, the coup dl etat, the revolu- 
tion, are the means to an end with these peo- 
ple. The rotunda of the St. Charles Hotel 
dictates legislation just as the cafes did when 
Paris was the Capital. So long, 
therefore, as the Capital remains in 
New Orleans, confusion and disorder 
may be anticipated. Sensations will be 
made pretexts for mob manifestations, 
Intrigues will be successfully manipulated 
because they can be covered up. Corrup- 
tion will flourish because it will never en- 
counter an atmosphere prejudicial to it. 
Disorder will prevail because the material for 
producing disorder ig ready at hand for de- 
signing politicians. The danger of central- 
izing the legislative power in a great city may 
be best appreciated by considering what the 
results would be if the Capital of MDlinois 
were located at Chicago, with such an or- 
ganization as the People’s (?) Party in power 
looking after corruption, or if the National 
Capital were removed to New York and 
Congress brought under the direct influence 
of Tammany Hall and the contamination of 
the local politicians of that corrupt and dis- 
solute city. 


The statemert is made that in the con- 
sideration of the various propositions for 
increasing the Government revenue by the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House of 

depresentatives, the three Democratic mem- 
bers of that Committee voted against the 
restoration of the duties on tea and coffee. 
These gentlemen are Brox, of Kentucky, 
Nack, of Indiana, and Woop, of New 
York. If this is true, it is the most glaring 
evidence that has yet been afforded of the 
rank perfidy which may be expected from the 
Democratic Congress soon to come into being. 
Tt was a flagrant abuse of the interest of a 
constituency; and, if accepted as a warrant 
of the manner in which Democratic politicians 
propose to carry out the repeated pledges of 
their party on the subject of taxation, it is 
an indication that the people will be worse 
betrayed than ever before. 

During the fourteen years the Republican 
party has been in power, the Democratic oppo- 
sition has maintained its strongest hold upon 
the people by its professed devotion to the 
principles of freedom of trade. Though it 
adopted as its last National platform the reso- 
lutions of the Cincinnati Oonvention, which 
resorted to the weak device of relegating to 
the Congressional Districts the question of 
Protection os. Free Trade, this platform con- 
tained the following provision: We de- 
mand a system of Federal taxation which 
shall not unnecessarily interfere with the in- 
dustry of the people, and which shall 
provide the means necessary to pay 
the expenses of the Government eco- 
nomically administered.” Besides this, it 
has been the common profession of the 
Democrats everywhere, outside of Pennsyl- 
vania, New England, New Jersey, and a few 
other sections at the East, that they favored 
a tariff for revenue only. The duties on tea 
and coffee are the best specimens of such a 
tariff. Every cent collected on these articles, 
over and above the cost of collection, goes 
into the United States Treasury. No portion 
of the tax finds its way into the pockets of 
the protected classes, since the articles are not 
produced in this country. . 

Experience has shown that when an import 
duty is imposed in this country on tea and 
coffee there is a proportionate deerease in the 
export duty levied by the countries furnish- 
ing tea and coffee, so that the price of the ar- 
ticles remains materially the same. There is, 
therefore, no form of tariff tax that commends 
itself so entirely to those in favor of taxation 
for revenue alone as the tax on tea and cof- 
fee. 

The votes of Megsrs. Brox, Nretacx, and 
Woon defeated the proposition to restore this 
tax. They voted with Kar and the Pro- 
tectionists. Messrs. Dawzs, Burcnarp, Ros- 
Frs, and Kasson, Republicans, voted in favor 
of the tax; had the Democrats on the Com- 
mittee voted with them, it would have been 
restored. The latter preferred, however, to 
sanction the protection scheme, and con- 
tribute to a restitution of 10 per cent increase 
on store goods, In this they not only belied 
the professions of their party, but they be- 
trayed the interests of their constituents. 

It is now in order for the New York World, 
in behalf of Fernanpo Woop; of the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, as the next friend of 
Bzocx; and of the Indianapolis Sentinel, as 
the organ of Nro.ack, to rise and explain the 
perfidy of those Representatives to the prin- 
ciples of a revenue tariff.

THE LAST GRAB IN CONGRESS. 

The proposition ta impose 10 per cent ad- 
ditional to the existing high tariff on manu- 
factured articles is the conception of a des 
perate class—the “ ” ¢lass—which 
feel that they will never again in the legisle- 
tion of this country secure another recogni- 
tion of their transparent fallacy. They hope 
for the co-operation of a class of men in Con- 
gress who feel thet their political career is at 
an end. If this were not the case, there 
would not be any effort to add 10 per cent in 
gold to a tariff which is not only protec- 
tive,” but on many articles prohibitive, in its 
effects. ‘The sole purpose of increasing 
taxes, as it is professed, is to enlarge the 
revenue; no taxes should be levied, therefore, 
except those which ean be collected and yield 
a pure revenue to the Government. In 
pursuit of this object, the first step would be 
to restore the tax on tea and coffee; 
the next, if more revenue were still 
wanted, to increase the tax on sugars; 
the next, perhaps, to increase the tax 
on whisky; then on tobacco, and, finally, to

total yield from the duty on tea and coffee 
finds its way into the United States } 
since these articles are not produced in th 


price of tea and coffee. The yield of the 
duty on sugars gives about 90 per cent of the 
increase to the Government, since only about 
10 per cent of the amount consumed is pro- 
duced at home. I the extra tax of 30 cents 
a gallon on whisky can be collected, the 
consumption of 70,000,000 gallons would 
yield $21,000,000, Now, even if tea and 
coffee remain free, though they should first 
be taxed before touching other articles al- 
ready taxed, there wonld be a yield of $30,- 
000,000 from the proposed increase of taxes 
on sugars and whiskies, in case the latter tax 
can be collected. | 
Thus it will be seen that there is not a 
shadow of excuse for adding 10 per cent to 
an already exorbitant tariff on a line of man- 
ufactured goods which embraces, almost with- 
out exception, every variety of necessary use 
and consumption by every man, woman, and 
child in the United States. The proposition 
to do it under these circumstances is the evi- 
dence of an infamous compact between cer- 
tain members of Congress and the protected 
classes who are to be benefited thereby at the 
public expense. It is a proposition (1) to 
transfer from $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 
directly from the pockets of the people, who 
already feel the distress of hard times, to the 
pockets of Eastern manufacturers and middle- 
men, without consideration and without 
yielding one dollar of revenue to the Govern- 
ment; and (2) thereafter to coerce the people 
of this country to pay 10 to 15 per cent extra 
on all goods, whether imported or domestic. 
If Congress sanctions this outrageous 
proposition, it will be the last grab of a 
ring that is rapidly going to pieces. In no 
other country in the civilized world would a 
similar proposition be entertained at this 
time. It will never again be entertained 
here. It is a worse grab than the Texas & 
Pacific subsidy, and more outrageous in char- 
acter than the rotten-lobby Choctaw claim. 
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THE NEW COURSE IN THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

A committee of the Board of Education 
has reported to the Board a scheme for a two- 
years’ course in the High School. It seems 
thet more than half the scholars in that insti- 
tution leave it before the third year begins. 
The majority of these premature graduates 
are boys, who are obliged to exchange the 
school-room for the shop, the office, and the 
counting-room as soon as they can get a 
chance to earn something for themselves. 
The result of this has been, hitherto, that the 
pupils began a variety of studies and made 
little progress in any of them before leaving. 
The Committee wisely recommends the insti- 
tution of ‘‘a two-years’ course of study of 
the most positive, direct, and lasting value, 
complete in itself. This is not designed 
to take the place of the full regular 
courses, The idea, as we understand it, is 
to grant diplomas at the end of two years to 
scholars who bave finished the studies laid 
down for that time, but to allow those who 
have the leisure and inclination to pursue 
these or other studies for two years more. So 
far, so good. The particular two-years’ 
course recommended is, however, defective. 
It is as follows:

There is to be one recitation a day in 
science, language, and mathematics, and 
drawing, music, history, and ‘‘ civil govern- 
ment” are to be sandwiched in, as occasion 
offers. 

In considering the merits of this course, 
it must be remembered that taxation in sup- 
port of public schools can best be defended 
on the ground that the schools make good 
citizens out of the raw material they work

then, to the studies which have most to do 
with good citizen-making, in the broad sense 
of the word. 

The boys and girls who enter the High 
School are quite well grounded in the rudi- 
ments of knowledge. The mathematical de- 
partment of the proposed course is well 
adapted for them, although it is doubtful 
whether the few hours that can be allotted to 
the study of trigonometry will be of any 
especial value, and it had better be dropped. 
Commercial arithmetic and bookkeeping are 


in them will keep in the school many boys 
who would otherwise leave. The linguistic 
and scientific departments are well arranged. 
The three most important studies of such a 
course are either wholly ignored or are shoved 
aside for the benefit of those of inferior value. 
History and civil government are to be 
studied, according to the Committee, at such 
spare moments ascan be found by pupils who 
must attend three recitations on other themes 
every school-day in the two years! Every. 
graduate of our High School should be versed 
in the history of this country, at least, and in 
the details of our half-complex, half-simple 
form of government. These are the bases 
of intelligent citizenship. It has hitherto 
been difficult to find any text-book on civil 
government suitable for children, but Mr. 
CAR Nonpuorr’s “Politics for Young 
Americans,” reviewed a short time since in 
these columns, only needs a few adaptations 
to make it fit in the highest degree for such a 
course. The pupil who has mastered it will be 
much better fitted for his duties as an 
American citizen than if he knew nothing 
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of substantial value. Thorough instruction

Hence their backing is substan- 
tially as good as that of the rest, and is unaffected by 


Four new steamships to ply to Liverpool and 
two to Glasgow have recently been built an the Clyde, 
and will be sdded ta the Beaver Lins the coming 
spring. They will probably sail from Montreal in the 
summer and from Baltimore in the winter, and thus 
aid in solving the problem of cheap transportation all 
the year round. 

The leading produce markets were generally firmer 
yesterday, though there was no epecial strength in 
grain, while provisions were on the upward tarn. 
The storm of the preceding day again interfered with 
receipts, making them very light, and in graim they 
were considerably exeeeded by the shipments, which 
unusual in winter. ‘ 

The demand for prints, blesched and brown cottons, 
ticks, denims, and all leading lines of domestié cot- 
tom textiles, wae fairly satisfactory, and unqualifiedly 
firm, Buyers show more inolination to order in ad- 
vance of current meeds, but there is not as yet any 
considerable epecuiative tendency. In the grocery 
market there was an absence of animation, 
and the tenor of prices continues in 
buyers favor, At the iste reduction m prices 
of coffee and sugar those staple articles dizplay 
rather more steadiness, and holders do not anti¢ipate 
a further depreciation at present. The butter trade 
wes dull, with prices ranging es before. Cheebe re- 
mains firm, under light stocks snd a steadily good de- 
mand. Prices of dried fruits and canned goods were 
without quotable change. Fish met with e large de- 
mand and were strong. Coal, wood, pig-iron, lentner, 
and tobacco were unchanged. There was e great 
movement in oils at firmly-maintaioed prices. 

There wae no special change in lumber. The yard 
trade is equal to, if not in exceas of, expectations; and 
would probably be very good if ld Prob.” would 
take better care of the weather. Work im the pi- 
nerice is very well dong. but the recent heavy fall of 
enow, which is believel to have extended over 
all the lumber regions, will probably prove to 
be an impediment to rapid progress, at least for 
a while, The numerous prayers of under 
men early im the winter for snow appear 
to have been fully answered at last.

7 the Edilor of The Chicago Tridwne : 

CM., Feb. 11.—Your article in yesterday's 
Tame under the above heading ought to 
command the attention of every tax-payer in the 
State. Never was portrayed a more truthful 
picture of an absurd law and its consequences 
on an oppressed people than the article alluded 
to. That taxation is doubled and even trebled. 
is apparent to every observer. Instances have 
come under my observation where one animal 
was assessed three times by the process referred 
to by you, and might have been six times upon 
the same principle, which may be praciiced on 
every other kind of property in the State. It is 
to be hoped that the Legislature now in seasion 
will do itself the honor of blotting from the 
statutes such iniquitous and oppressive laws. 

That the revenue laws are difficult to adjust 
will readily be conceded, as whet is applicable to 
one community may be unsuitable to aaother. 
Iv the rural districts. where the people (farmers 
principally) are nearly all interested alike, al- 
most any ke would answer them, butin town- 
ships where townsjand villages are situated 
i professional politicians and  tax- 
majority of the voters,

that of any monarchy in existerce. The Gov- 
ernor in his message to the vreseut Legislature 
in alluding to taxation, remarked that our local 
taxes, which were most oppressive, we voted our- 
selves, which would be true, if the tax-payers only 
bad the voting of seid taxes, but, under existing 
circumstances, they have but little to say in the 
matter. Witness the Town of Lemont in Cook 
County, where it is reported that their rate of 
taxation is 15 per cent, and the citizens are or-

Does any one suppose that the honest 

tax-payers voted such a tax on themselves?

FROZEN 70 DEATH. 
The Caso Investigated by Sergt. Hood 


Serious Charges Against Tw 
Men. 


Statement of One of Them. 


Last Tuesday morning there was found on the 
prairie at the corner of Emerald avenue and 
Twenty-ninth street the dead and frozen body of 
a young Irish woman apparently about 30 years 


workingman, who was wending his way home- 
ward after a nights labor. The face was 
frozen fast in the ice and snow. The man 
reported the fact to Sorgt. Hood, of the Fourth 
(Deering street) Police Precinct, and that officer 
had the remains removed to the Morgue, and no- 
tified the Coroner, who held an inquest in the 
afternoon of the same day on which the body 
was found. The remains were not identified, 
and in the absence of any testimony 
the jury returned a verdict usual 
in such case-—frozen to death. No 
post-mortem examination was held, nor in fact 
was any modical investigation had. The Coro- 
ner ordered the Morgue keeper to retain the 
body at the dead-hbouse for the od of 
seventy-two hours, in order that the body might 
be identified by friends of deceased. 

In the meantime, 

SERGT. HOOD BEGAN INQUIRIES 
concerpiug the manuer in which the deceased 
came upon the prairie, confining his research to 
the immediate vicinity where the body was 
found. He learned that a woman answering the 
description of the deceased had been seen on 
Halsted street, near Thirty-first, last Monday 
evening, and he followed up the information 
closely, aud heard that two young men, named 
Jeremiah Kemp and Joseph Young, had been in 
company of deceased on the evening last above- 
mentioned, and had aiso previously been in the 
saloon of one Daniel Kelleher, No. 1258 South 
Halsted street. Wednesday night Sergt. Hood

and locked him up. He searched for Young, but, 
up to last evening had not found him. Kemp 
was taken to the Aimory yesterday, and late in 
the afternoon he was arraigned before Justice 
Boyden, who remsoded him for further exam- 
ination Saturday morning at 10 o'clock, giving 
him the privilege of furnishing bail, and fixing 
the bonds at $1,000. Being unable to furnish 
the required security, Kemp was placed in 8 cell 
where he now remains, A TrisuNe reporter 
visited him last evening, and obtained from him 

A STATEMENT 
regarding bis connection with the matter, He 
stated that he was 22 years of age, and a boiler- 
maker by trade. Being oat of employment, he 
acted as bar-keeper for Kelleher natil recently, 
when his services were dispensed with. He was 
a frequent visitor at the saloon, and was there 
Monday morniog, abou’ 6 o'ciock, when 
Young came im and informed him that he had 
been in company with a strange woman on 
Halsted street, below Thirty-first, and had had 
illicit intercourse with her, and that if Kemp so 
desired be could find ber about the locaijg¥ men- 
tioned. The latter thereupon sought the woman. 
and found her sitting on the sidewalk, He stated 
thatehe was 

QUITE DRUNK,

Kemp remained with her for about half-an- 
hour, and then walked with her north on Hal- 
sted street to Thirticth. He asked her if she 
was goiog home. and she replied that she was 
not. She asked him to give her $1, and be stated 
that he had no money to give her. She then sat 
down on the sidewalk, and he said she had bet- 
ter go home or sbe would get cold. She made 
no further reply, and

and returned to the saloon, where he again met 
Young and told him that be had been with the 
woman. The latter said be was going in search 
of her again, and left the saloon, as Kemp sup- 
posed, for that pur pose. 

Sergt. Hood consulted BState’s Attorney Reod 
about the mysterious death, and that officer 
advised bim to hold Kemp, and find Young if 
possible. The inquest had been held, and Hood 
sought Cofoner Dietzsch to learn of him what 
action be had taken. No report of the investiga- 
tion had been placed om the book at Central 
Station by the Coroner, and the reporters were 
not aware that anything had been done in the 
case by Mr. Dietzsch, who is bound only by 
courtesy to make a record there.
